A 33-years’: mystery in the 
Arctic is solved by the finding

"of the body of the Swedish 
explorer and balloonist, Salomon 
August Andree, by a Norwegian 
scientific expedition on August 

6th; also a second body in the 
remains of the camp.. 

Both bodies were ih a good state 
of preservation. The discovery re- 
venls what must have been one of 
the grimmest fights [or life ever 
made by human beings ‘trapped in 
the Polar wastes, : H 

Andree eft Dane __ Island, 
Spitabergen, in July, 1897, in a 
balloon with two companions, In- 
tending to fly to‘the North Pole, 
but he disappeared and several ex- 
peditions were sent to search for the 
missing: balloonists.

Solution Explained. 


The Captain of the Norwegian 
sealer “Bratvaag,”” on which are the 
Norwegian scientists who discover- 
ed the bodies of Andree and his

"the solution of. the mystery is due 
to heavy rain melting the jee under 

, which the bodies were buried. 

"- This theory. is supported by the 
fact that only a fortnight previous- 
ly, the crew of another Norwesian 
sealer went ‘ashore in the same 
neighbourhood and found nothing. .

successfully applied themselves, as 
railway companies, to the problem 
of competing for the various classes 
of traffic. Little good will come to 
the community at large, and indus- 
try in particular, if the only solu- 
tion they have to offer is that which 
comes automatically from a virtual 
monopoly of both systems. '
